‘part of government employees? 

It is scarcely to be credited, and yet inactivity and indifference are close 
‘akin to sanction of the evil, if not to connivance. 

There is crying need for a congress that will set the house of the na- 
tion in order.

The executive committee of the nation- 
al society will meet in Boston next Sun- 
day, May !7, to select a place for the 
convention, and the contest between 
Atianta and Richmond will be then and 
there decided. 

Convention Is Invited. 


Invitations were sent from Atlanta 
two months ago by Governor Smith, the 
chamber of commerce and the mayor 
and general council. Since that time, 
with the assurance of ald from other 
Georgia cities, the chamber of com- 
merce telegraphed Mr. Alexander its 
guaranty that a strong state society 
would be organized. Hon. Gunby Jor- 
dan has secured more than fifty mem- 
bers in Columbus, and lists have bees 
sent in from other cities. 
In the meantime Richmond. has organ- 
ized a Virginia branch of the national 
society, with over 200 members, in- 
cluding citizens from a!) sections of the 
state.

UN LONDON CLOSE 


Reactionary Movement at One 
Period During Day, 


Bears Thought They Were Witness« 
ing Culmination of the Up- 
ward Movement, but 
Were Disappointed, 


New York, May 1{2.—-The stock mar- 
ket was rather sharply reactionary at 
one period today, and the watchful pro- 
fessional element thought they were 
witnessing the often expected culmina- 
tion of the upward movement. The ef- 
fective control of the market. which 
has been in evidence for many days 
past, wos once more reassisted, and 
when thts was perceived the bear 
party once more retreated by buy- 
ing to cover shorts, thus helping on the 
rally, as they have done so often re- 
cently. The control of the market re- 
laxed again later in the @ay. SBome 
special pressure was exercised on the 
market from foreign sources, sales for 
lforeign account by arbitrage houses 
being on a large scale early in the day. 
It was after London had ceased trading 
for the day that the rallying tendency 
became effective. Realizing sales for 
London account had to do rather with 
the making up of accounts for a regu- 
lar fortnightly settlement, according to 
the usage there, than with any news af- 
fecting the properties sold, or Ameri- 
can affairs in general. There was some 
attention paid in London, however, to 
rumors that the Rothschilds would re- 
frain from participation in the forth- 
coming Union Pacific bond flotation, al- 
though they joined with Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. in underwriting the recent Penn- 
sylvania bond issue. 

The Union Pacific bond issue is the 
most important event from a financial 
standpoint in prospect. The rumor of 
a hitch in the transaction received lit- 
tle attention here, aS the belief is held 
that the flotation is practically ar- 
ranged already. 

Conditions moved further toward the 
gold export point, and it is now eonsid- 
ered probable that a considerable sum 
will go out this week, although discount 
rates declined in London and Berlin 
today. The sterling exchange rate at 
Paris, however, declines and with a 
further advance in sterling exchange 
here, there ts said to be a considerable 
margin of profit on shipments of gold 
to Paris from here for London account. 
The money market was quiet, unruf- 
fled by this development, and lenders 
find themselves still in the position of 
pushing their offerings in face of a 
slight demand. Treasury figures show 
that the banks have repaid not only the 
installment of government deposits 
called for May 9, but also part of that 
Called for May 23, thus Indicating the 
sense of repletion of money. The $20.- 
$25,117 decline in value of April agri- 
cultural exports, compared with April 
last year, makes another influence in 
forcing out gold. The lifting of special 
stocks formed the method of supporting 
the market against the forces of de- 
pression. The copper industrials were 
rade strong in face of the reduction in 
the Quincy Mining dividend for the 

uarter of $! compared with $1.50 for 
the preceding quarter following suc 
cessive reductions frou the $4.50 rate 
paid for the first two'qtfarterg last year. 

A rise in Southern Railway had some 
effect on low-priced non-dividend paying 
stocks in spite of Erie’s report of a 
deficit below fixed charges for the first 
quarter of the year of $1,625,745. The 
damaging report of the receiver of the 
Third avenue hurt all the local transac- 
tions. The weather bureau’s weekly 
bulletin reported unseasonably cold and 
unfavorable weather for the past week, 
but southwestern grangers were a dis- 
tinct point of strength. Possible reduc- 
tion in prices of steel products was 
again bruited. Prices yielded again after 
recovery and closed weak.
